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Multiplayer & Skirmish Games 
From the Main Menu, the player is able to create a MULTIPLAYER game 


for other people to join via a LAN, modem, serial or Internet connection or, 
by the same means join someone else's game. 


They can also start a SKIRMISH game, which allows them to play single 
player versions of the levels that can be played in “Cooperative” mode, 
against a computer-controlled horde of Aliens as either a Marine or a 
Predator. 


After selecting Multiplayer from the Main Menu, the player is then presented 
with a screen which allows them to select the means by which they wish to 
connect to other players: TCP/IP, IPX, Serial, Modem or free play 
Mplayer.com. 


NOTE: The Helper Text at the bottom of the screen provides the player with 
both descriptions of what these options are and how to make use of them. 


To play on Mplayer.com the player must have already installed the 
necessary Mplayer software (either while installing Aliens versus Predator 
Gold Edition, before, or after it) and have created an Mplayer account for 
themselves. When the option to *Play AvP Free on Mplayer.com" is 
selected, the game quits and the Mplayer software launches allowing the 
player to match up with other Aliens versus Predator Gold Edition 
gamers on the Mplayer network. 


If the player selects one of the other connection options they will then be 
prompted to input a name and to choose whether to host their own game 
or join one already in progress. 


To join an existing game follow the instructions of the Helper Text at the 
bottom of the screen, it will guide you through any necessary steps. 


Hosting a Multiplayer Game 


If the player chooses to start their own game they will be presented with a 
configuration screen which allows them to specify exactly how the game that 
they are setting up will operate. 


There are a long list of options and the Helper Text at the bottom of the 
screen tells the player exactly what they do. Players can also load and save 
favorite settings here as well. 


The saved settings can then be passed around to other players as well. 


Types of Games 
The player has an amazing amount of flexibility in creating multiplayer 
games. There are 5 different types of multiplayer game. 


Deathmatch 

Traditional *everyone for themselves" gaming. The player chooses which 
species they want to be and tries to amass the greatest number of kills 
over their enemies. The winner is the player who is first to meet the 
score limit or who has the highest score at the end of game time. 


Species Deathmatch 

This is essentially Team Deathmatch whereby, the species that players 
choose to play dictates their team. Obviously the goal is to conquer the 
other species rather than to attack your own kind. 


Cooperative 

This style of game is played with other players against computer- 
controlled Aliens. The players may choose to be either Marines or 
Predators and must defend themselves against hordes of attacking 
computer-controlled Aliens. The winner is the player who is first to meet 
the score limit or who has the highest score at the end of game time. 
Note: this type of game can be played in single player as a 

SKIRMISH game. 


Predator Tag 
This is a fox hunt style game. Players join the game and the host to be the 
Predator. Only the Predator can score points in the game. If the Predator 


kills a hunter they respawn again as a hunter and the Predator scores the 
appropriate points. If the Predator is killed, the player that killed him is 
transformed into the Predator and can now amass score of their own. If a 
hunter kills another hunter they respawn as hunters again. 


The winner is the player who is first to meet the score limit or who has 
the highest score at the end of game time. 


Alien Tag 
See Predator Tag but this time the ‘fox’ is an Alien instead of 
a Predator. 


Last Man Standing 

The host is spawned as an Alien, all other players are Marines. When the 
Marine is killed by an Alien they are respawned as an Alien, the last 
remaining Marine receives bonus points for killing as many Aliens as 
possible. The game is played until all the players have had a chance to 
start as the Alien, then the overall winner will be indicated. 


Level/Mode Matrix 

There are sixteen levels in which the different multiplayer game modes 
can be played. The table below illustrates which modes can be played in 
, which level: 
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DM = Deathmatch 
S-DM = Species Deathmatch 


! co = Cooperative 
PT = Predator Tag 
| AT — Alien Tag 


LMS = Last Man Standing
